build motor cars capable of 
speed* twice a* fast as is con- 
sidered safe practice, and peddle 
them into the hands of juveniles 
and others ill-equipped to be on 
the highways at all.

Memorial Day weekend are a cri- 
teria, we are hkeJy to see a record 
number of people 'dead in traffic 
accidents for the Fourth of July 
weekend by midnight Monday. In 
order to prevent this carnage, we 
need — to borrow from current 
Washington jargon — a "crash pro- 
gram'' of education and enforce- 
ment."

5.8 Per Cent

PITTSBURGH—L^)—U. S. 


Steel Corp., which granted an 
average 15 cent an hour wage 
boost to its employes to avert 
a nationwide steel strike, is 
boosting prices about $7.50 
a ton. 


Big Steel's action came shortly 


after it ended the shortest walk- 
out in the industry's history in a 
compromise agreement 
with the 


CIO United Steelworkcrs. 


Within a. few hours after the 12- 


hours strike ended Friday all of 
the industry's "Big Six" had fol- 
lowed the leader in agreeing to 
the pay boost. They are Bethlehem 
Steel Corp., Republic, Jones & 
Laughlin, Youngstown S h e e t & 
Tube and Inland Steel.

too, will follow big steel in mark- 
ing up pi-ices.

a. consequence, consumers 


soon will pay more for the count- 
less products made lrpm..st.eel. 


$131 .r>0 A Ton 


Clifford F. Hood, U.S. Steel pres- 


ident, said the 5.8 per cent hike 
—which will put a .$132.50 price 
tag on a ton of basic carbon steel 
—wasn't entirely the result of the 
wage increase. 


Hood said other factors are in- 


volved, such as increased taxes 
and new construction.

CHICAGO — tfp) — A 17- 


year-old high school senior 
was shot to death Friday 
night in a teen-age gang bat- 
tle and police said a 14-year- 
old high school freshman re- 
lated he fired the shot acci- 
dentally when he got excited. 


Kenneth Sleboda. 17, was cut 


j down by a shotgun blast fired from 


j one of three automobiles contain- 


j ing some 15 teen-agers. He died 


I from chest wounds in a doctor's 


I office a few minutes later. 


The three autos sped away with 


j their occupants after the shooting. 
Some six hours later police seized 


I Clement (Cookie) Mncis, who they 


I said, related he fired hia father'* 
shotgun from the car in which he 
'sat. 


Earlier Clash 


Police Lt. Edward O'Malley said 


the shootong followed an earlier 
clash between rival gangs on th« 
South Side Friday night in which 
one gang member was beaten with 
a wrench. 


O'Malley pieced together this ac- 


count : 


Three youths were standing in 


front of a hamburger restaurant 


j when Sleboda, who had been, work- 
j ing as a bun wrapper-ln a neigh- 


borhood bakery, joined them. 


Three automobiles roared up and 


squealed to a stop. 
One youth 


leaped out with a wrench and 
sbticlf Robert Ryband in the ribs, 
shouting: 


"We're ready for you —!" 
A shot gun blast from one of th« 


cars felled Sleboda and the cars 
roared away. 


Police soon rounded up several 


youth who admitted riding in th« 
cars and Macis, one of five broth- 
ers, waa seized later. 


Macis, a freshman at Tilclen 


Tech high school was held without 


I charge. Sleboda was a senior at 


i De La Salle high school and de- 
| scribed as a good student. 


The dead boy's mother, Mrs. 


Biuno Sleboda, sobbed that ''he 
never had an enemy." 


About the same time as Sleboda 


was shot, threo other youths were 
stabbed in a leiife fight at the main 
gale of Riverview park on tha 
North Side, in a separate incident.

Railroad Ties Useful 
For Garden Projects 
Discarded 
Ties Cost 
Very Little 


By MR. FIX 


Homeowners generally have dis- 


covered that discarded railroad 
ties are "naturals" for a number 
of 
outdoor 
h o m e-improvement 


projects. In fact, where but out- 
doors does wood look more natu- 
ral? 


Retaining vails and planters 


built up of railroad ties are not at 
•all unattractive. Ties are also used 
widely for edging lawns, gardens 
and driveways. 


Besides being readily available 


at little or no cost isome railroads 
burn them if there are no takers), 
they have a high durability rating 
because they were once pressure 
treated with creosote, a familiar 
wood preservative.. 


One Drawback 


About the only thing that can be 


said against railroad ties for yard 
and garden use is that they're 
hard to handle; sirong as steel, 
but just about as heavy. Wien 
you pick up a load of ties, take 
along a couple of strong backs and 
a rented truck. 


And when you get home take a 


week's rest, then consider this 
project—paving a terrace or gar- 
den walk with blocks sliced off of 
the ties. Here's how: 


First, build or buy a sawbuck 


to support the ties for the cutting 
operation. Gut off the blocks either 
with a bucksaw or a large one- 
man cross-cut saw, spacing the 
cut five or more inches apart. 


Paving Base 


Prepare a base for the paving 


by breaking- ground to a depth two 
inches greater than the blocks are 
thick. 
Stake 
Ix4-inch 
redwood 


header boards around the edges of 
the area to be paved. The boards 
Should be set on edge and protrude 
about an inch above grade. Into 
t h i s redwood-framed 
excavation 


pour a two-inch layer of sand. 
Tamp and level the sand, using a 
tamper made by nailing a scrap 
board to the forks of a garden 
rake. 


Now place the blocks on the 


eand bed (end grain up) even with 
the tops of the redwood headers. 
The blocks should be spaced about 
an inch apart, but the spacing can 
be adjusted to fill the area be- 
tween the headers. Next, sweep 
drv sand into the spaces between 
blocks and tamp it firmly into the 
crevices using a thin piece of scrap 
wood. 


Mix Dirt 


If you want plants or grass to 


grow between* the blocks, mix dirt 
with the sand first. If a block 
should settle or tilt in time, pry it 
up and add sand to the base until 
the block stays on an even keel. 


In the event that the railroad- 


he treatment is not to your liking 
but wood paving is, you can do 
much the same thing with blocks 
cut from SxS-mch redwood beams, 
or with slices cut from cypress or 
redwood logs. Naturally, none are 
is easy to obtain as railroad ties. 


Treated Wood 


Any kind of wood used for pav- 


ing, garden edging or elsewhere 
Ln contact with the ground lasts 
much longer if treated with a 
wood-preservative solution The so- 
lution ?hould contain a tcrcic agent 
(to stave off insect attack) as \\ell 
as a \\ater repellent. 


If pressure-treated \\ood is avail- 


able, it's best If not you can tieat 
:he wood voui^elf by soaking ;t in 
=i tub of liquid presetvaiive for a 
two-day penod

Answered 


Q—We planted geraniums in our 


yard,a nd we would like to know if 
we should pick the blossoms when 
they start to wilt. Just what is the 
best way in which to care for 
them? Also, do you advise picking 
the blooms from other plants such 
as dwarf marigolds? Should pansies 
be cut often? 


A—Faded flowers of all plants 


should be picked, otherwise the 
plants stop blooming. Either cut 
them off rlose to the main stem 
or carefully break them off at the 
joint. When cutting pansy blooms 
take, some of the foliage too—this 
prevents straggly plants. Faded 
flowers soon go in seed, thus 
fulfilling the purpose of the plant.

Q—Is it neressary to remove all 


seed pods after flowering from aza- 
leas and rhododendrons? If this 
isn't done will they still bloom the 
following year? 


A—It is not necessary to re- 


move s<>ed pods from any tree 
or shrub. Blooms will develop 
regardless.

Neat- 
ness, we must admit, adds great- 
ly to the appearance. But when 
cutting the pods he sure not to 
rerno\e the next year's jjrouth 
which develops just below this 
year's faded flowers.

A—Undoubtedly slugs are to 


hlame. So lightly coat thp soil 
about each plant with coarse 
sand or fine slac, then spread 
sluu bait «uch as Snarol or Bug- 
G^ta on the sand. Slugs dislike a 
sharp surface, but revel in mois- 
ture and soft soil.

Q—Please give some informa- 


tion on Madeira vines. 


A 
Madeira vines are tropical 


plants with tuberous roots, subject 
to winter killing in n o r t h e r n 
climates. They should he due up 
in late October and stored as you 
do dahlias. Any Rood, well-drained, 
loamy garden soil will do; ample 
watering during dry spells is im- 
portant. A sunny location is essen- 
tial.

Q—What is your opinion of bone- 


meal as compared to the highly 
advertised concentrated liquid fer- 
tilizers? 


A—They cannot be rornpared. 


Boucmeal is an expensive way to 
add a little slow-acting phosphor- 
us to the soil. If a soil test indi- 
cates absence of phorphnrus, use 
superphophate or a balanced fer- 
tilizer slronp in phosphorus. The 
concentrated liquid fertilizers, af- 
ter dilution, are no mote potent 
than any dry balanced fertilizer.

It if believed ttiat each year 


about 3,000 to 5,000 children are 
born in the "United State« who are 
considered to b« Mongoloid be- 
cause of certain physical features 
and retarded mentality.

—for they had none—but by 
means of clay models. We know 
this because we have found ac- 
tual models of similar projects.

The first job was to split the 


rock. This was done by insert- 
ing wooden pegs in drilled holes 
and wetting the pegs to make 
them swell and crack the rock 


Then the massive block had to 


be shaped—and the Incas and 
their subject tribes, despite their 
success as gold and silversmiths, 
had little but stone tools for 
building 
Yet so well did the 


blocks fit together that even to- 
day not even a knife blade can 
be driven between them

Henry Hammond, who died 65 
years ago. It was in the attic of 
the home of his daughter, Mrs. 
Sophia V. H. Poster who died in 
1952. 


Suits Begin 


Authentication of the n o t e s 


touched off a series of legal moves 
to establish their ownership. Heirs 


to the Hammond estate, the Min- 
nesota Historical Society and Un- 
cle Sam all claimed ownership. 


Justin Turner, a noted west Loa 


Angeles collector and attorney for 
the American Manuscript Society, 
said his society intends to file a 
new action within a week opposing 
the government's claim. 


Gen. Hammond's heir, repre- 


sented by the First Trust Co. of 
St. Paul, contend they own the 
notes because they have been in 
the possession of the family for 
years. It is not known how the 
general acquired them. 


The historical society claims it 


was given the notes by one of the 
heirs. 


After the trust company sued 


the historical society for the pa- 
pers in September. 1953, the fed- 
eral government filed an interven- 
ing- petition to contest the owner- 
ship.
